.straightened out the blockades immedi­ 
ately. 
One team ster who intentionally 
scraped a hearse with hJ.s heavy truck 
was pulled from his seat and arrested. 


IJvcrj’^ owTxers decided to day to make a 
Jight for the* 'open shop” and i.ssued a 
warning to strikers that all men who 
wi.shed to secure their old places mu.st re­ 
turn by Monday morning or their places 
will be lied by other men. After Monday 
all stables will be "open” and will be con­ 
ducted on that basis hereafter.

“In my meeting w^lth citizens of my 
country sojourning abroad I have been re­ 
lieved of one of the fears I held in 1896. 
I was afraid if I was not elected It might 
be difficult to find good men outside of the 
Democratic party, to repreent the United 
States abroad, but I have found so many 
good Araerican.s, and Republican.s, too, 
who honor their country in diplomatic 
and consular positions, that I will go back 
relieved of one of my fears, I desire to 
acknowledge my gratitude to repre.senta- 
tive.s of my country everj’W’here," 


On his return to the United States, it is 
said. Bry'an will advocate a bill at Wash­ 
ington providing that the United States 
government build houses for its ambas- 
.sadors and minister.«:. Brj^an took a train 
for Amsterdam. 
He will sail for New 
York Wednesday from Liverpool on board 
the White Star line steamer Celtic.

Chicago, Dec. 2»,—The crest of the cold 
wave east bound pa.sscd Chicago to day. 
The minimum temperature here was 8 Ije- 
lowv Traln.s as the result of the cold are 
gencrall5' unable 
to 
maintain schedule 
time. The weather remains cold through­ 
out the northwe.st. 
Some low tempera­ 
tures were reported this morning—St. Paul 
16 below, Winnipeg 30, La Crosse 15, La­ 
fayette, Ind., 8. 
In •we.stern 
Missouri, 
eastern Kan.sa.s and Oklahoma the tem­ 
perature averaged 5 l>elow', with high 
wind.s, while in western Kansas the mer­ 
cury wa.s 30 above zero. 


Des iloines, Dex;, 2G.—Two degrees below' 
zero was recorded at the weather bureau 
to day. At Dubuque the mercury went to 
14 below, Davenport 12 below. The cold 
here was accompanied by a disagreeable 
raw wind, which made it more inten.se 
during the night. 


New York, Dec. 26,—Heavy snow*^ storms, 
ac^m panied by high winds and falling 
temperature, pre\'ail to day in the city and 
at many places throughout the state. 


Boston, Dec. 26;—A fierce storm broki 
over New England to day. Three marine 
dlsaster.s are reported, in one of which 
three men drowned.

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SUPPOSED HÜSBAND 


WAS DEAD 


Sfelcs IHvorce From F irst Hns- 
band A fter M arriage to 
Second. 


Virginia, Dec. 26.—A sensation ha.s been 
cau.sed in this county by the bringing of a 
suit for divorce against a supposed vic­ 
tim of the civil war, whose wife has for 
twenty yearK been llvirfg with her .second 
husband on a farm five mile.s north of 
this place. 


The complainant In the case i.s Mrs. 
Andrew Morgan. H e r first husband, the 
man against whom the bill for divorce is 
directed, is Burdette Pickle. 
Since the 
cpening of the civil war hus wife has not 
seen him and she married her .second hu.s- 
band imdcr the supposition that he had 
been killed in battle. 


Fickle and his wife were married in this 
county Jan. I'l. 1S61, and soon after tiie 
marriage the husband enlisted in th e fed­ 
eral army and W’c n t south. Morgan also 
enlisted in the army and .served during the 
war. 
He returned a t the close of the 
struggle, but Pickle never came back and 
the report was that he had b een killed, 


Mrs. Pickle mourned her hu.sband as 
dead and after a time married Morgan, 
believing there could be no doubt concern­ 
ing the report that her husband wa.s dead, 
ih e couple have since reared a family. 
William Pickle, q, Bon by the first m ar­ 
riage, lives in Jacksonville. Children by 
"the .second marriage are James Morgan, a 
farmer of this county, and IMr.s. Arthur 
Allison, cf Chandlerville, 


Mrs. Morgan ow’ns a considerable body 
of land and recently she deeded a portion 
of it to her three children. In inquiring 
into the title the question concerning tho 
first hueband came up and ^n investi"a- 
tion revealed the fact that there was no 
record o f Pickle’s death, 
Mrs, Morgan 
asks for a divorce on the ground of de 
sertion.

Pari.«, Dec. 26.—It was learned* in au- 
thorative quarters to day Japan is about 
to send a large military force to Corea for 
the purpose of restoring and maintaining 
order at disturbed ports. Tho departure 
of this force, is imminent. It will probably 
con.slst of a division of 15,000 men. Japan 
has been a.ssured Russia will not consider 
the sending of troops to Corea to be an 
unfriendly act or casus belli. 


IX)ndon, Dec. 26.—Japan is negotiating 
for the purchase of two Chilian warships 
which art for cale. It Is now a nuitter of 
price. 
N igotutions with other South 
American governments for the purchase 
of warships are also in progre.ss. 
The 
Japanese minister to Great Britain said 
io day: **These negotiations are only a 
precautionary measure and it may be a lot 
of expense all for nothing. I have no in­ 
timations of the nature of Ru.ssia’s reply. 
Personally I scarcely expect it will be de­ 
livered for some little time. There is no 
tnith whatsoever in the report that Ja ­ 
pan’s last note stipulated a time limit.” 
Moscow, Dee. 26.—A volunteer fleet of 
transports is on the way to Port Arthur 
froip Odessa with over two thousand pick­ 
ed recruits, .several Black .sea naval offi­ 
cers, a party of fifty gtmners and engi­ 
neers and artificers, 


St. Pteresburg, Dec. 26.--Diplomatic cir­ 
cles here express greater confidence than 
ever in ultimate peaceful arrangement be­ 
tween Russia and Japan.

H e became ill last April 
and on his physician's recommendation 
for complete rest resigned the pjfemler- 
ship.

TEN KILLED 


IN A WRECK 


FATAI. C O t.t.I8ION ON PERE 
HAKQUETTE tCAIIAOAD 


Fassenger T eaias Collide H ead- 
on W blle B u b i U d ; a t Bapid 
B ate in B linding Snow Storm 
—W reck on W abash, 


Grand Rapidi?, Mieh.. Dec. 2e.~Tch dead 
and thirty-one injured, sevenil fatally, 
was the result of a collision this evening 
of pa.s.senger trains on pie Pere Marquette 
railroad. 
The colll.sion wa.s caused, ac­ 
cording to a statement i.s.sued by offieial.s 
of tho road at the general offices in De­ 
troit, bj- the high wind blowing out a red 
.signal lamp at MeCords, w’here the w’est 
boun dtrain should have .stopix*d and re­ 
ceived orders to pa.ss the east bound train 
at Fox. 
Officials deny the report that 
misunderstanding of orders on the part of 
one of tlie engineers was responsible for 
the collision. xVccording to the statement 
of officials^ the trains were originally to 
have met and pa.ssed at Oakdale Park, but 
to help the east bound train the dfspatchcr 
issued new orders, 
fixing Fox as the 
meeting place. 
The east bound train 
received its orders to this effect and the 
west bound should have received this or­ 
der at McCords. Instead it rushed by this 
statioij and the operator tliere, after re­ 
porting- tills fact, found on going out to 
the platform that his red signal light, 
which had been burning two minutes be­ 
fore, was out, presumably extinguished b.v 
the high wind that was blowing. 


The trains met a terrific crash, the bag­ 
gage and smoking cars of each train being 
instantly reduced to kindling wood. The 
engines were completely 
wrecked, 
the 
boiler of that of the «ist bound train be­ 
ing torn completely from the running gear 
and standing perpendicularly in the ditch 
at the side of the track. No person oc­ 
cupying cars other than the baggage and 
smoking cars, with very few exceptions, 
was seriously injured. 


The uninjured people immediately went 
to the assistance of the victims and Work­ 
ing in the light of lanterns succeeded In 
rescuing many sufferers. A special train 
with .surgeons arrived and to this the in­ 
jured were carried and received attention 
of phy.siclan.s. ^Vhen all the injured were 
taken from tho wreck the train brought 
them to hospitals at Grand "Rapids. Un­ 
injured passenger.«: were 
al.*!0 
brought 
here. 


The east bound train was due to lesTve 
here at 5:20, bound for Detroit, but was a 
little late. Tho w est bound train due from 
Detroit at 5^15 w*as alos late. The latter, 
on account of being late, went before the 
other arrived. The wreck is .said to )>c 
due to a mi.sunderstanding of orders. The 
east boui^d train was crowded with pa.s- 
.sengers when it left .Grand Rapids. I t car­ 
ried .sooies of ChrIStma«¿\isitors returning 
to their homes along the Pere Marquette 
line after spending the holiday here.

WRECK AT WORDEN. 


St. Louis, Dec. 26.—Train No. li ou the 
W abash road, leaving union station at 
noon Saturday, ran into a freight stand­ 
ing on an open .switch at Worden, TIL, 
forty-five minutes later, injuring two of 
the trainmen, demolishing a stock car and 
badly scaring a large number of travelers. 


The passenger train was in charge of 
Engineer Collins. Believing the switch to 
be set properly, he was bowling alón» at 
a stiff speed when he was thrown into a 
freight that had taken a siding until the 
express had passed.

States in the reply which Secretary Hay 
will mjike to the note of General Iley«"i 
accord.s Colombia that measure of sati.s- 
taction wiiich from her point of view* she 
feels her.self entitled' to with respect to 
Panama botli R»?yes and Dr, Herran wUl 
leave this capital. This was frankly ad­ 
mitted to night. 
While disav«>wlng any 
iiacntion of bringing undue pressure t»» 
bear on Secretary Hay for a speedy reply 
to the note Reyes has tiled In behalf of 
his government l>oth he and Herran ;:re 
most anxious to be apprised of the secrf-

moment. W ith a view’ to obtaining lly:ht 
on this point Herran, Colombian cnarse, 
to day twice called at H ay's residence, but 
was unable to see him on acc\»unt of hLs 
continued illness.

Great 
Britain also endeavored to have Germany 
enter Into an agreement and therebj* con­ 
tinue the same common action as wa.*? in­ 
augurated by the three powers a t the time 
of the recent troubles In Venezuela, bui. 
Germany recognized Panama before an 
agreement with Great Britain could 1k - 
eoneluded. Had it not been for this com­ 
pact with Great Britain Italy would hav«» 
opened dlploma^tic relations’with Panam a 
immediately, as Signor Tittonl, Italian 
foreign minister, declared he considered 
the new republic a guarantee for quick 
Ibltltding of the Panama canal, from which 
the wiiole world would benefit.

A^iile bein^: sho>Mi through the Wo- 
collcge one mondng recently, 
while work was in progress, a chance 
visitor discovered .some interesting 
facts concerning 
the 
College 
of 
Music.. 


Last term’s register show^s an en- 
rollmnit of 200, a large percentage 
of these students entering for tlie 
full music cour:!i‘. The teaching force 
consists of nine members, Mr. Stead, 
tho director anil teacher of piano, or­ 
gan, harmony, comiK)sition and the^>- 
ry; Mrs. Stead, assistant direc'tor 
and teaeiier of piano; Mrs. Kolp, ear 
training and harmony; Miss Higby’ 
pinno; Mi.*is Bujuett, piano and his­ 
tory; 
Mr.s. Vickery, 
piano; 
Miss 
Kreider, voice; Miss Bmner, voice; 
Mi.ss Ijong, v'iolin and other stringed 
instruments; Miss Williamson, piano, 
away on leave of absence. 


The entire tliinl floor of the new 
we.«t wing is now of necessity given 
over to this branch of the w’ork. There 
are nine teaeher-s’ studio.s, an office, 
twenty-five practice rooms, forty pi­ 
anos, anionsr them three Grands, and 
an organ w'itb pedal attachment.

From hearing a melody 
the pupil expresses in written musieil 
form both tì^e melody and rhythm.

I wa» told by one of 
Wb friends who knew all the circum- 
stance« that his constaiit presence at 
her bedside Was likely to injure his 
health. Î^Vvcrtbeles« he persevered in 
H to the close of her life. He described 
to me a tostead that he invented, the 
plane of wbicli cówíd be altered to any 
angle and could be clamped to retain 
ita jpofiltJon f»o ÍLH to ease the pressure 
ti^ii ánr point that the patient wuh 
lying ujjon.

All was serene and 
therefore %'ery Spencerian until the 
hour of the checse and coflfee. 


•‘Waiter,” said Mr. Spencer, “bring 


2oe seine Cheshire cbcese.” The man 
lK)wed and returned with Stilton, which 
he sét; before the great man. Spencer 
i2dokéd at ihe green stuff for a uioment, 
:and then, with a distinct note of vexa­ 
tion in his tone, he said: 


“Take this away. I asked you to 
bring: me Cheshim cheese.” The waiter 
apologized, retired with the Stilton and 
returned with some Brie, which he put 
3n front of the dlstiri^ished diner. Mr. 
Spencer waxed very wroth. To Mr. 
Carnegie’s Ámericaíii¿(íd faculties of 
observation lie appeared to be “mad 
clear through.” He fairly snorted with 
indignation as he called the waiter to 
•him and slowly and with emphasis un- 
‘burdened himself thus:

old American publishing house for 
which the late K, L. Youmatis was lit- 
emrj” iirtviwr.

known and the subject was dry, and j 
no attention Hvas paid to cither until ^ 
one day -Mr. Youmans’ sister liappened 
to pick up the neglecteil volume in an 
idle moment. She read it from begin* 
ning to end with increasing interest 
and told her brother that she had dis­ 
covered a great philosopher. He was 
iiiei^ulous and saHI there was no pub­ 
lic for books on sociology." 


Somewhat against bis will his sister 
finally perêuaded him to road the book, 
with thé result that ho wentto the head 
of bis publishing house tô say that an 
American edition of the lK)ok must by 
all means 1^ published whether it 
proved pro<îtable or not The advice 
was accepted, and, although the book 
had no great sale. It attracted the at­ 
tention of so many tholigbtful folk in 
America that Mr. Speuccr's audience 
was assured from that time forth.

Comprehensive plans for the city 
beantiful, which suggest something of 
the prediction of dreamers of sociolog­ 
ical dreams, are pre.sentcd for applica­ 
tion in Dunfermline, Scotland, the town 
!n which Andrew Carnegie was born ’ 
and to which he recently transferred 
by triist deed rittenChlefi’ park and 
i|len and §2,500,000 to be used in mak­ 
ing life more pleasant for the inhabit­ 
ants of the vicinity. The outlined plan 
for the application of Mr. Carnegie’s 
great gift was designed by the Ameri­ 
can Institute of Social Service at Jliti 
request of Prof(*sor Patiick Geddes of 
Scotland, tae repressentative of the 
trust, arid IS based upon the pcr^nal 
observations of Dr. W. H. Tolman, di' 
rector of the institute. 


In a statement recently i.sHued by the 
Institute it is shown that this plan com­ 
prises tlie establishment of a ‘ regional 
museum” to contain a full ii'pre.senta- 
tlon of the arts, industries and life of 
the localitj’, so that each workingman 
may be placed in immediate touch with 
the best and most progre.ssive in all tho 
processes of the industry which em­ 
ploys him.' 


Then thei’e Is ah outline plan for a 
“city beautiful,” built upon a district 
of the park and containing mode! 
homes of a cost within the reach of th(» 
worlung people, so designed as to point 
out the fact that it Is no more expen­ 
sive to live in beautiful and comforta­ 
ble homes, with gardens, lawns, plenty 
of light, proper arrangement of interior 
and furniture, than in the midst of 
gloomy and untidy surroundings. 


Another featur^j^f this plan' is the es­ 
tablishment of a building in the park 
easily acce^ible to all people to serve 
as a social center for the coiumunity. 
This buildings the scheme provides, 
should contain a hall for lectures, con­ 
certs, dramatic performances, dancing, 
musical and oratorical concerts, flower 
shows and other entertainments. There 
should^ibe classrooms for instructiou in 
idusiCj choral; vocal and instrumental. 
An annex should be devot^ to a win­ 
ter garden .filled with plants and shrubs 
and well supplied with seats.

BRIDGE. 


Electrical BLipIar to Mark Openln« 
of Xetr Sti^ctttrç. * 


The epexij[ng of the herfV’^ ÌÉast river 
bridge on Éeot 10 will ihddentally fur­ 
nish New Yorkers with àii òppóiTunity 
to witness one of. the? most gigantic 
electric light displays ever seen in New 
York city. With the sotting of the sun 
x>n that day avID be brought into daz­ 
zling relief a veritable bridge of fire 
niore than a mile in length. Its cable.«} 
and towers, sitringpieces, si)ans and 
anclioi-ages traccil in electric light 
bulbs. Suspended beiAveen the towers 
OQ both the New York and P.rooklyu 
ends will glitter eilomious stars and 
the coat of arms of the city of New 
York, while in thc center of the l>ridge, 
where the cables meet, two immense 
American flags traced in colored lights 
will be inst^iled. 


These fiagii, one ou the up stream and 
one on the dow’n stream side of the 
structure, will be twenty-five feet in 
height and^lOO feet long and will con­ 
tain each about 2,000 lamps properly 
colored so as to bring out perfectly the 
red, white and blue of Old Glor^’. The 
onlj’ colored lights that will be used are 
those for these flags and the coat of 
arms, all other lights being frosted. 


The contract for these electric light 
decorations for the opening of the new 
structure embodies the largest instal­ 
lation for decorations that havé ever 
been undertaken in thé country. There 
will be in use 20,000 bulbs of eight 
candle power each. The electrieily re­ 
quired lo illuminate the bridge on this 
occasion -will require a dynatno capac­ 
ity of nearly 1,000 hoi'sepower. There 
will be nearly twenty milo.s of wire 
used in the work, and the bridge of 
fire will be visible from as far distant 
as the Spectator can find a vantage 
point within several counties. 


The ;East river will be further lit up 
on that occasion by one of the largest 
and most elaborate displays of fire­ 
works ever seen in New York, wiiich 
will continue for more than two hours. 
Tlie. cliief figure of this exhibition will 
be a Set piece, representing Niagara 
falls. This will be 1,000 feet wide, and 
the fall will be from the roadway of thc 
span to the river itself, a dMtajice of 
nearly 140 feet. Topping this cataract, 
ànd shown above the main cables at 
the same time will be five pictures in 
fire of prominent men. One will be of 
the late Andrew H. Green, “father of 
Greater New York.”
